I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Public  Health  of 
the  three  Districts  for  the  3^ear  1928. 

xApart  from  a  small  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  one  of  the  institutions, 
and  the  mild  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  health  of  the  Districts  was  good.  Most  of  the  minor  infectious  diseases 
of  childhood  are  not  notifiable,  but  information  as  to  their  prevalence  is 
obtained  from  the  schools,  and  from  other  sources.  Whooping  cough 
was  mildly  prevalent  in  Chorle^^wood  during  July  and  August — two  rather 
favourable  months  for  a  disease  with  respiratory  complications.  Later 
in  the  year  some  cases  of  chicken-pox  occurred  in  the  Western  parts  of 
the  Rural  District. 

Influenza,  which  was  epidemic  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  appeared 
in  this  country  during  the  last  few  days  of  the  year — it  did  not  affect  these 
Districts  to  any  appreciable  extent  until  somewhat  later.  Unfortunately, 
there  is  at  present  no  specific  protection  against  influenza,  which  can  be 
relied  upon  ;  and,  consequently,  it  is  necessary  to  concentrate  on  more 
general  measures  in  combating  this  disease.  The  object  of  these  measures 
is  to  increase  the  resistance  of  the  individual,  and,  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  infection  which  he  receives.  When  an  epidemic  of  influenza  is  anti¬ 
cipated,  as  it  usually  can  be,  the  natural  resistance  of  the  body  can  be 
increased  by  paying  attention  to  the  ordinary  rules  of  health,  and  by  the 
avoidance  of  fatigue  and  excesses.  Infection  is  greatest  where  people 
are  crowded  together,  as  in  travelling,  and  in  places  of  entertainment. 
Although  influenza  is  very  infective  in  its  early  stage,  it  is  not  uncommon 
to  find  people  who  are  attacked,  trying  to  carry  on  with  their  work,  and, 
only  succeeding  in  infecting  everyone  with  whom  they  come  in  contact. 
The  period  of  immunity  conferred  by  an  attack  of  influenza  is,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  relatively  short,  and  this  fact  largely  accounts  for  the  epidemic 
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prevalence  of  the  disease  at  more  or  less  short  intervals.  The  epidemic 
which  began  last  year  has  proved  to  be  the  most  serious  one  since  the  pan¬ 
demic  of  1918 — 19,  and,  although  recurrence  of  this  pandemic  in  all  its 
force  is  perhaps  unlikely  in  this  generation,  influenza,  in  its  virulent 
epidemic  form,  must  still  be  regarded  as  a  ‘  captain  of  the  men  of  death.' 

From  time  to  time  during  the  year,  residents  in  the  District  have 
been  in  contact  with  cases  of  small-pox,  usually  in  connection  with  their 
work  in  London.  The  vaccination  history  of  all  these,  either  was,  or  had 
been  made  satisfactor\g  and  none  developed  the  disease. 

The  position  as  regards  small-pox  has  been  somewhat  altered,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  disease  now  prevailing  in  this  country  is  of  a  particu¬ 
larly  mild  type,  with  a  death-rate  of  only  about  3  or  4  per  thousand  cases, 
in  comparison  with  a  death-rate  of  about  250  per  thousand  cases  of  the 
older  and  virulent  type.  The  need  for  vaccination,  consequently,  does 
not  impress  itself  on  the  people  of  these  Districts  in  the  way  that  it  did 
when  the  virulent  type  of  small-pox  was  rampant.  There  is  danger  in 
this  attitude,  for,  it  is  only  by  the  most  stringent  precautions  that  this 
virulent  type  of  the  disease  is  prevented  from  becoming  epidemic  in  this 
country  ;  and,  the  outbreaks  which  occasionally  occur  show  how  small 
is  the  margin  of  safety.  There  were  12,420  cases  of  small-pox  notified 
in  England  and  Wales  last  year,  with  53  deaths. 

During  the  year  a  special  committee,  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  reported  on  the  suspected  association  of  a  certain  type  of  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord,  with  vaccination.  The  position 
is  not  clear,  for  a  similar  condition  is  known  to  follow  several  diseases, 
but,  the  recorded  cases  have  followed  vaccination  after  an  interval  of 
about  fourteen  days,  and  have  largely  been  confined  to  school-children 
and  adults  who  have  been  vaccinated  for  the  first  time.  The*  matter 
is  still  the  subject  of  special  investigation,  and,  whilst  it  is  important,  it 
need  not  cause  undue  concern,  for  only  30  cases,  and  15  deaths  have 
occurred,  per  million  vaccinations.  The  committee  have  advised  that  the 
ideal  time  for  primary  vaccination  is  in  infancy,  between  the  ages  of  two 
and  six  months,  and  that  the  area  of  scarification  may  be  considerably 
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reduced,  but  if  so,  re-vaccination  is  advisable  at  the  age  of  7  years,  and 
again  about  the  age  of  16  years.  Where  maximum  protection  is  desired 
at  one  operation,  vaccination  over  a  larger  area,  in  the  hitherto  customary 
manner,  may  be  performed. 

The  incidence,  during  the  past  ten  years,  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  has  been  investigated,  and,  this  year,  that  part  of  the  investiga¬ 
tion  dealing  with  scarlet  fever  has  been  included  in  the  report  to  each 
Authority.  The  period  is  too  short  and  the  number  of  cases  is  not  large 
enough  to  demonstrate  the  periodic  waves  which  occur  about  every 
hve  years  in  the  prevalence  of  the  disease.  The  cases  have  been  classihed 
into  two  tables,  according  to  whether  they  have  occurred  in  residential 
schools  and  institutions — which  may  be  looked  upon  as  semi-isolated 
communities  ;  or,  in  the  District.  The  conditions,  as  regards  the  incidence 
of  infectious  diseases,  under  which  these  two  populations  exist,  are 
dissimilar. 

At  the  end  of  the  report  is  included  : — (1)  a  table  giving  the  incuba¬ 
tion  and  exclusion  periods  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases,  (2)  a  list 
of  the  District  Nurses,  Schools,  etc.,  and  (3)  a  table  giving  the  principal 

vital  statistics  for  England  and  Wales.

Housing. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  District  at  the  time 
of  the  1921  census  was  1,000,  with  a  total  number  of  9,577  occupied 
rooms,  which  represented  1.30  rooms  per  person. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  1928,  there  were  2,472  separately 
rateable  properties  within  the  District.  This  figure  relates  to 
residential  properties,  and  does  not  include  institutions,  schools, 
workshops,  etc.  Houses,  divided  into  flats  not  structurally  separate, 
were  counted  as  one  property.  About  12  houses  were  unoccupied, 
on  account  of  being  for  sale.  Housing  is  further  dealt  with  in  a 
special  table  at  the  end  of  the  report.

THE  DEATH-RATE  AND  THE  CAUSES  OE  DEATH. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  alter  correction  for 
outward  and  inward  transfers,  was  97,  which  is  equivalent  to  a 
death-rate  of  9.7  per  thousand.  The  death-rate  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales  was  11.7  per  thousand.

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APPENDIX  II. 


Incubation  and  Exclusion  Periods  of  the  Commoner  Infectious 

Diseases. 

The  incubation  period  is  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  time  of 
infection  and  the  onset  of  the  disease.  The  onset  of  the  disease  should  be 
taken  as  the  hrst  sign  of  illness  ;  the  rash,  or  other  characteristic  signs,  appear 
after  a  further  interval. 

These  intervals,  depending  upon  biological  processes,  arc  subject  to  modi¬ 
fication,  but,  they  are  known  to  lie  within  definite  limits  for  each  disease ; 
these  limits  arc  given  in  the  second  and  third  columns  of  this  table — when 
a  figure  is  added  in  parenthesis,  it  suggests  that  this  is  tlie  usual  interval. 

The  diseases  dealt  with  below,  with  the  exception  of  Small  Pox  and 
Influenza,  are  largely  conhned  to  the  first  two  decades  of  life,  consequently  : 
in  the  case  of  adult  contacts  some  relaxation  of  the  period  of  exclusion  may  be 
possible,  where  otherwise  hardship  would  result.  Each  case  must  be  judged 
on  its  merits,  and  with  special  regard  to  the  danger  to  the  Public  Health  ; 
there  would,  for  example,  be  considerable  danger  in  a  contact-carrier  of 
some  of  these  diseases  continuing  at  his  employment  in  the  production  or 
of  handling  milk.
